VS] lonies,that ſo the ſaid Plantations might the better flouriſh and be- 
come uſefull to Dur Kingdomes, and the Planters might be enabled 
23| to foztifie and ſecure themſelves as well againſt the invaſion of Foz- 
- rein Enemies, as the aſſaults and incurſions of the Natives; Yet 
notwithſtanding this Our care, the ſaid Planters finding a pzeſent though ſmall returnof
